The Union House in Hplle 
of the payment for advert ising made a profil, ami lite Difliy had 
its profits made, lo apitear larixer hy the inereiuenl fi'ôiii llie 
V'nion House. Similar insinuées ean he shown in the eases of Ihe 
Players' Chlb, Choral Noeiety and Red and While Kevue. and 
others, all sponsored hy the Students' I'ouneil. 

If the payments made hy the major soeielien were with- 
drawn from the profits, the remaining faetors would appear de- 
eidedly smaller. As for the one. pereeul who ailverlined hy Ihe 
usual method, il enu ho safely said that they received just, as much 
if not more, from Ihe. liberal space accorded lliotii in advance 
stories on their activities. 

We suggest that Mr. G. M-W. allow Ilia nludellf. societies' ill 
Toronto to advertise without charge in Ida own paper, for his 
subscribers arc lo be found as members of I hem, and I lieu at, 
llie end of the college year insleml of diverting the money into 
Ihe usual channels to divide it amongst those sludenf societies 
which he fosters.

U.B.C. AND McGllX 

THE STATEMENT made in a recent issue of the. Daily that 
there jut about seventy-five former students of the Univer- 
sity of. British Columbia in attendance a; McGill no doubt sur- 
jrrised many readers. We have not checked up on this figure, 
tout even if there is somrwhnt of an exaggeration here it is never- 
theless true that there arc very definite links between these two 
universities. For years the Vancouver institution was affiliat- 
ed with McGill. and then much of the advanced and specialised 
Avork starred there had to be completed in Montreal. And now 
that U.B.C. has become a separate entity, the tradition of coming 
to McGill for specialisation stall prevails. 

Thus the B.C. old boys are arranging a get-together ban- 
quet to take place within a week or two and to which all alumni 
of TJ.B.C. in Montreal, whether in attendance at McGill or not 
Avili be invited. This dinner is by no means a new departure but 
more in the nature of an annual affair. 

For twenty years or more British Columbia students have 
been coming in appreciable numbers to McGill. and. we have no 
doubt, Tiave kept their eyes and ears open and formed their im- 
pressions, "Whether these impressions have been for the most 
part favorable or unfavorable, it is safe to say that the time 
spent here by the students from the Coast Province was by no 
means wasted, and that their experience contributed appreciably 
to their larger outlook. 

Has there been an opposite movement of McGill students to 
the University of British Columbia? We think that up until re- 
cently there was practically none. But this year a complementary 
movement to the one which gives rise to the U.B.C. banquet has 
been started by Fred Stone, who for a year will represent McGill 
as an undergraduate in the Faculty of Arts of U.B.C. The new 
JN.F.C.U.S. exchange scholarship scheme has enabled Stone to 
make this transfer, admirable from the larger point of view, al- 
though meaning the temporary loss to McGill of one of her out- 
standing debaters and Campus figures. 

Doubtless this migration to B.C. as well as to ather univer- 
sities participating the scheme will grow as the advantages of 
such a temporary change become better appreciated. However, 
contacts with B.C. by McGill undergraduates who live in the East 
are being made by less forma! methods than that of enrolling at 
U.B.C There has always been a larger or smaller number of 
students who have spent their summer vacations in B.C.. thereby 
gaining the appreciation of the province which is almost inevit- 
able after acquaintance with it. 

During the past summer the casual, independent movement 
to B.C. was supplemented by the McGill Mining Summer School. 
Seventeen third year students in mining and metallurgical en- 
gineering comprised this party, and under the leadership of Pro- 
fessors McBride and Stansfield of the Faculty of Applied Sci- 
ence, they visited mines and smelters in the Oowsnest and 
JCootenay sections. After the more formal part of the school end- 
ed, the members took jobs in the Sullivan Mine and the Trail 
Smelter, where they spent the rest of the bummer. 

McGill is plentifully represented by graduates in Ji.C, but "o tough »tuff »«c.i enter Into the 
the less previiicial outlook that these may be .supposed to possess 
is for the most part nol made known to those of us who are still 
in the East. On the other hand, probably a majority of the 
U.B.C. old boys who sojourn at McGill return to their home pro- 
vince to take up their life work. Our plea is for a closer approxi- 
mation of reciprocity in this exchange of students and gradu- 
ates between the East and the West.

utives."

VALUES 

]n college as everywhere else, 
values play a tremendously impor- 
tant part in the life of everyone.
